My intent was to tie a deliverable to the action being provided, if this level of 
reporting isn't needed, at a minimum we need to know "when will AIDEA know the work is complete and the contractor 
can be paid". The contractual language is for an entity, not necessarily the person - we don't want to get into trouble 
with HR. 

Since this contract is AIDEA's responsibility, all signatures and language represent AIDEA and not DCCED, except, in the 
compensation section where it defines who is authorized to approve travel. 

If you need any other sections in word, or if you want to just markup the documents and return them to me, I can make 
any needed changes. 

In a separate email I will send the Scope of work to Ms. Garcia along with the final amount needed on the RSA. 

Hopefully I can route the contract to the Contractor for signature on Monday. Once signed, I will route for internal 
signatures and final execution.

• Good morning, 

It's been too long since I gave you an update. Possibly this attachment (second attachment above) of our weekly report 
that Sherrie will submit to the Department later today can serve as an update of sorts, and I will augment it here with 
details that would not work well for the weekly report purpose. The weekly AIDEA report is different than what we have 
submitted each week up to now. I took advantage of Karsten going on annual leave and said I would do the report for 
the first time. A number of us here were unhappy with our weekly submissions in that everyone works quite hard but 
our submissions have merely said we continued to work on this and that, and we attended various meetings, monitored 
one thing or another, etc. I had wanted to make the report something that might be genuinely informative to the 
Governor's office but only now took time to make the needed changes. I sent a draft around and let anyone delete 
anything they thought we need to hold closer. I have no idea how much of this report will actually make the cut and 
become part of the Department's weekly report. Karsten still has his luncheon summary and photo in the report so I can 
hope he is not too unhappy with this different approach. 

As noted in the weekly report, Commissioner Anderson is helping us with DNR so far as working out terms and potential 
pricing flexibility (when someone is rigid on price we move to talking terms) for gravel in the NS pad. We will be buying 
more gravel, for the Nuiqsit Road and one day for the Ambler Road so flexibility begun today may continue to help the 
state years into the future. We came up with 3 alternative ways to pay DNR and Commissioner Anderson is talking to 
the DNR Commissioner about them. 





The review of our annual dues and subscriptions (#20 of our weekly report) was stressful in one quarter or another but 
over $50,000 in annual costs were eliminated (!), in most cases for items which had few or even no supporters for 
continuance. I would be happy to address any part of this weekly report with you if you like. until this 

afternoon, and ther^^^^^| and also^^^^H 

The June board meeting agenda so far has nothing controversial. At this moment there is nothing that merits an 
executive session. However, our negotiations with continue to evolve, and I would not be 

surprised if some sort of discussion merits a closed conversation for business reasons. It will be a full agenda in any 
event - lots of financings and deals. 

The AIDEA/AEA annual picnic is scheduled for the later afternoon and evening of Wednesday, June 19, here in 
Anchorage at a nearby park. I will send details when I have them, and hope any of you near Anchorage can attend. 

The first attachment is a letter I sent this week responding to the second letter to me from Representatives Fields and 
Kreiss-Tomkins. A couple people in the Governor's office had asked that I vet this one through them, and so I wrote 
this one with that vetting in mind; they had no edits. 

The third attachment is from the Wall Street Journal, edition of today.
